Silver Lining to War Cloud. 
Says John Barrett. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A definite 
plan for the creation of a market for 
bills of exchange drawn on banks in 
the United States and payable in dol- 
lars was presented today at the con- 
ference between representatives of the 
business and financial interests of the 
United States and Chilean delegates 
attending the Pan-American financial 
conference. : 
It was sald tonight that the Gug- 
genheim copper interests, the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company and the Du Pont 
Powder Company, all of which have 
large interests in Chile, are back of 
the plan, which would involve ex- 
change aggregating at least $20,000,- 
000 a year. Representatives of the 
United States in this conference groupt 
were told that Chile exacted an ex- 
port duty on nitrate and had provided 
that ninety-day bills of exchange on 
London, payable in pounds sterling, 
shall be practically legal tender in the 
payment of these duties and for other 
purposes. It was suggested that a law 
be enacted to make bills drawn on 
banks in the United States legal tender 
to the same extent, to facilitate the 
business of the interests in the United 
States, which spend millions each year 
in wages and in purchases in Chile. 

The Chileans promised to urge their 
government to take the step neces- 
sary. Later it was said the same pro- 
posal will be made to other ‘South 
American countries where bills on 
London are legal tender. 

JOHN BARRETTS VIEW. 

The test of the good that thé con- 
ference has done will not come for a 
year, according to Jolin Barrett, di- 
rector-general of the Pan-Americen 
Union, one of the speakers at the 
general on. 

“If,” said Mr. Barrett. “there is 
a silver lining to the war cloud, it is 
the development of Pan-American 
solidarity. No great historical event 
since the declaration of the Monroe 
doctrine in 1822 has done more to 
awaken the governments and peoples 
of North and South America to a true 
appreciation of their common inter- 
ests.” 


REMARKS BY DAVIES. 


Joseph E. Davies, chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, in a speech 
before the conference said: 

“The genius of Europe is addressed 
to war: the spirit of the Americans is 
turned toward peace. This council of 
the Americas is held to marshal the 
great forces of peace into conditions 
that make for mutual helpfulness. 

“It is suggestive of great promise 
that the expressions from the nations 
here represented all contain the 
recognition of the fact that the per- 
manency of our future relationships 
and the profitableness of them to us 
all must depend upon the degree not 
alone of mutual profit, but of mutual 
confidence, which we have in the in- 
tegrity of the motive of others. 

The statement of the greatest 
proponent of peace in the world, the 
President of the. United States, made 
at Mobile, Ala., a year ago, bespoke 
the spirit of America in denying the 
desire of the United States to attain 
by conquest a fraction of land of 
this continent other than what it now 

. The splendid service, the 
generous spirit and unanimity of ac- 
tion of Argentina, Brazil and Chile in 
the Mexican mediation conference and 
the enactment of peace treaties give 
pledge of the sincerity and good faith 
in the common purposes and ends of 
the republics of this hemisphere in 
their dealings with each other. 

“Great industrial devélopments are 
imminent in the nations of this hemis- 
phere. They will and should be fos- 
tered. 

“In the financial developments aris- 
ing from internattonal relations there 
is promise of permanent relations 
through the establishment of dollar 
exchange. Dollar exchange differs 
from dollar diplomacy. Commercial 
advantage for the benefit of all, not 
service to the advantage of the few, 
is the end and purpose of government 
participation in dollar excl.ange.” 


THE STEAMSHIP PLAN. 


Representatives of the South Amer- 
jean republics on the Transportation 
Committee met early today, and Dr. 
Samuel Hale Pearson, delegate from 
Argentine, announced they appeared 
unanimous in their desire for a cor- 
poration to n steamships from the 
principal ports of the United States 
to South America. 

The Uruguayan delegation passed 
resolutions declaring that adequate 
transportation facilities between North 
and South America were essential to 
closer relations, and putting itself on 
record in favor of removing legal re- 
strictions which stand in the way, and 
favoring aid either by direct or in- 
direct subsidy or both.

State is Slowly Paying Off its 
| Indian War Debt. 


Million and a Half Spent and 
End i not Yet. 

Records Show High Salaries 
| Received by Soldiers, 


SACRAMENTO, May - 26.—Califor- 
nia has learned to its financial sorrow 
that war is not a condition but a de- 
cree. Such is the decision of our State 
Supreme Court, and by reason of that 
decision, $1,500,000 has already been 
paid to defray expenses of Indian cam- 
paigns of 1850—and the end is not 
yet. 

Attention was called to one of ‘the 
most remarkable payes in our frontier 
history this week when the Governor 
called for a special reporg on a bill 
passed by the Legislature approprist- 
ing $2500 to pay sécrued interest «on 
California’s Indian war bonds of 1882. 
* That was California’s personally 
conducted war, which she declared 
and waged without the consert even 
of the Federal government. Thoeq In- 

war bonds were issued by‘ the 

latrre without any — — 
by the voters of the State, It was 
even alleged by a former Attorney- 
Genera! in a Supreme Court case that 
war was not declared unt!l six months 
after hostilities had cease’. But the 
Supreme Court held that it was a 


term; and if one accepts the evidence 
of the dust-brown manuscripts in the 
State archives at Sacramento, ard the 
receipts for the almost fabulous sums 
‘expended, it should be accorded a 
place in history below the Whis«v In- 
surrection but above that of the Man- 
hattan conflicts recorded in the cele- 
brated Knickerbockers history of New 
York, ‘ 
SOLDIERS WELL PAID. 


While no feats of exceptioral valor 
are recorded, the old reports show 
that our citizen soldiers.had true 
“progressive” ideas about the value 
of their services. Five dollars a day 
for privates and $15 for majors cer- 
tainly reads like a campaten de luxe. 

In those stirring days of the decade 


‘Tot 49, Californians were reactionary 
land independent, for a reactionary is 


one that goes back to first principles 
and fights with weapons more stu hstan- 
tial than the human rotce. Before 
the “tate was admitted into the Enſon 
the pi. ers kept the Indian p opula- 
tion in su. ‘ection by organizing: puni- 
tive expeditions and wipinz out two 
or three villages of the tribes that be- 
came obstreperous. The systen was 
crude but effective. 

But statehood brought new respon- 
sibilities. The Federal government 
sent troops to preserve the public 
peace and the settlers were informed 
that they must no longer wage guer- 
rilla warfare, but must make com- 
plaints to the government, in order 
that the Indian uprisings micht be 
suppressed by the proper autaworities. 
That was in 1849. In the spring of 
1850 the Modocs, the Mariposas end 
the Colorado River Indians began 
their usual depredations on the hérds 
and homes of the settlers. Protests 
were m to the Federal posts; these 
complaints were carried to Washi: — 
ton by the pony express, and by the 
time orders were received from the 
national capital the offending tribes 
had cleaned out the California ranch- 
ers and passed on into Nevada and 
Colorado.

THE WAGE SCALE. 

The Legislature adopted a wage 
scale for its military forces that is 
worth preserving.

That 
looks like a drastic violation of the 
State Constitution, as no election was 
called to ratify the bond issue, but an 
equally drastic method of settling the 
financial question. 
This war left a red trail that rung 
through the State archives for sixty 


of red blood expended in the cam-

State ledger. More than $1,400,000 has 
been paid to date on those war claims. 
An appeal was made to the Federal

Ford was attorney general 
he tried to choke them off, alleging 
in a Supreme Court suit that there 
were no Indian troubles in 1852, that 
the State had no authority to declare 
war when no state of war existed, 
and that the elaims were invalidated 
by the $300,000 clause in the 40 con- 
stitution. But the Supreme Court 
ruled that the State did declare a state 
of war, as the title to the act shows, 


and that the State could not very well 


repudiate its own declaration. 

One detail is lacking tn this martial 
history: There is a dearth of records 
of battles fought and loss of life in- 
curred. . History will insist on repeat- 
ing itself, even though it be 
Knickerbocker history. One musty 
minority report goes to the extent of 
accusing our miner-militia of drawing 
an extra t per diem for “pan- 
ning the headwaters of San Joa- 
quin River in place of San Joa- 
quin Indian tribes. But he who doubts 
the power of a State to declare and 
wage war separate and apart from the 
National government, or that war,is a 
decree. and not a physical condition, 
let him read the red record in the 
ledgers of our State Treasury Depart- 
ment and be convinced.

The vast 
mud flood that poured down into Hat 
Creek Valley, inundating many miles 
of farm lands, was the result, he 
thinks, of the melting of the snow on 
the mountain’s sides by hot ashes. 

The bottom of the old crater, Prof. 
Holway’s message says, has been lit- 
terally shoved upward as a whole, 
undoubtedly by lava pressure from un- 
derneath.“ 


HOLWAY’S TELEGRAM. 


The telegram, which was sent from 
Brakesbad, where Prof. Holway and 
his party returned late today, fol- 
lows:. 

“Climbed Lassen Peak’ today with 
a party of four by way of Drakes 
Springs trail. The new snow was 
very deep and soft and the climbing 
difficult: It took us from 7 to 8 
hours to reach the crater. f 

“The southeast outline of the rim 
of the old crater is unchanged. In 
climbing the last mile many bould- 
ers were found thrown from the crater 
and sunk deep in snow or shattered 
by striking rocks near the top. Rocks 
three or four feet in diameter were 
frequently found. 

“On reaching the top, the whole 
aspect of the crater was found to be 
totally changed. The bowl of the old 
crater, formerly 300 or 400 feet deep, 
is now filled and one looks across va- 
cant. jagged rocks and escaping steam. 
The new crater is also practically 
filled. 

“The first glance, however, does not 
show the most interesting fact—the 
crater has not been filled by volcanic

“From the site of the old lookout 
station one can look down into the 
headwaters of Hat Creek. The green 
meadows used for summer grazing are 
wastes of volcanic mud, made ap- 
parently by the ashes and meiting 
snow. The pine trees on the edge of 
the meadows have their needies turned 
brown by the steam-heated ashes. 

“Hat Creek could be seen stretch- 
ing northward for fifteen or twenty 
miles, marked by the mud deposited 
by the flood. | 

“No mud was found ejected by th 
voleano. All the rocks around the 
rim are covered with dry powdered 
ashes and rock fragments. Where 
the ashes struck snow there is mud. 

“The vast quantities’ of steam in 
the recent explosion are sufficient in- 
dication that the ashes were hot when 
ejected.”

HAT CREEK A PROBLEM.

REDDING, May 27.—Lack of avalil- 
able water in Hat Creek Valley is 
proving a serious question for those 
whose homes and lands were subjected 
to the havoc of the mud flow from 
Lassen Peak. At a meeting held here 
today on the water question a commit- 
tee was appointed to assist farmers in 
overcoming the gravity of the situa- 
tion. A telegram was dispatched to 
the United States Geological Survey 
at Washington asking a scientific. in- 
vestigation with a view of relieving 
the present condition. It is hoped that 
a series of springs at the head of Hat 
Creek Valley may be developed to the 
extent of helping fill the banks of 
Hat Creek. 1 

Continued reports from persons 
coming from the volcano zone tell of 
the widespread havoc resulting from 
the eruptions of Lassen: of forests 
toppled over, and hot boulders found 
miles from the crater. Spontaneous

Civil War Veteran Who Was Promi- 
nent in Illinois Republican Politics 
Dies Here—lInterment in East.

Public Utilities Board Offers 


Definite plans for solution of the 
city’s transportation problems are out- 
lined in & report which has been 
drafted by F. D. Howell, chief engineer 
for the transportation division of the 
Public Utilities Board. These plans 
summarize the situation from various 
angles and suggest a general aim to 
which it is proposed that the city and 
the transportation companies shall 
work so that each separate improve- 
ment shall work out finally in line with 
the general plan. The report of Mr. 
Hewell will come before the Utilities 
Board at an early meeting, and then 


go to the City Council to be adopted 
ormally an Mcial 
of the city. 


In general, the report presents three 
special features that are demanding 
attention. The first is the rerouting of 

t-car service to relieve congestion 
in the business districts. The second 
further improvement of the city’s 


elimination of grade crossings. All 
these three subjects, the report says, 
are interdependent, but they must not 
be mixed to the extent of losing track 
of the idea that they are simply to fa- 
cilitate travel within the city. 

Coneerning the industrial district 
and the steam roads the report says 
that it is the province of t steam 
roads to remain at present grade, and, 
eventually, a union terminal is the ob- 
ject to be desired by carriers and 
patrons alike. In the meantime, via- 
ducts are to be provided across the 
industrial district for the use of street 
cars and vehicles and these viaducts 
should extend from the west side of 
Alameda street to the opposite side of 
the Salt Lake tracks. Asa part of this 

lan the Utilities report says 

hat the tracks along the river hed 
should be brought to a uniform crade 
on each side and all structures bullt 
across the tracks sohuld be construct- 
ed ae conform to this grade. : 

the subject of interurban traffic, 
the report suggests that the electric 
interurban lines should be required 
either to elevate .or depress their 
tracks from the city limits, the meth- 
or being according to the topography 
and condition of the territory tra- 
versed. These should lead to an 
elevated termin or a subway 1066p 
without terminal. 

The street railway problem, the re- 
port says, is made ous because of 
the obstructions caused by surface in- 
terurban cars and grade crossings that 
must be flagged. In the business dis- 
trict the plan is to try rerouting. and 
if this does not relieve congestion the 
report favors subways in the shopping 
district.

SHOOTING BOY. 

And His Wife, a Nurse in the Re- 

ceiving Hospital, is First to Rush 

to His Aid, Revealing Secret Mar- 

riage of Three Weeks—Youth Ac- 

cuses Officer. 


The romance of a patrolman and a 
hospital nurse was exposed yesterday 
when Patrolman J. J. Ferguson was 
suspended from the department pend- 


dents which led to his shooting Gail

day morning. When the policeman

attended her duties regularly since 
— 2 marriage occurred three weeks 


Because of Patrolman Ferguson's 
connection with the shooting of a 
Mexican on New High street several 
months ago, in which the cause for 
shooting was a matter of investiga- 
tion, his latest shooting assumes a 
more serious aspect, and the fullest 
airing of all the incidents leading to 
ee has been ordered by the 
Ferguson was walking at Sixth and 
Figueroa streets when he was 
by two young men, who, he alleged, 
made offensive noises as they walked 
by. He caught up with them, and 
because, he says, he noticed white 
dust on the back of one, he detained 
them and started searching Robert 
Harrison. 

Chapman ran. Ferguson ordered 
him to stop, and fired three times, one 
of the bullets fracturing the boy's 
right thigh. He was taken to the 
Good Samaritan Hospital 

The boy makes serious charges 
against the patrolman. It developed 
the white dust the policeman thought: 
suspicious was accumulated during a 
game of pool, being chalk dust. 
When the hospital nurse came to 
the aid of her husband, the first word 
was given of the marriage. Mrs. Fer- 
guson been connected with the 
Receiving Hospital for more than a 
year. 

Ferguson went to the hospital one 
evening some months ago with a 
wounded prisoner in custody for med- 
wal treatment. Mrs. Ferguson was 
assigned to prepare the man for the 
attention of the surg and became 
acquainted with the “patrolman. <A 
mutual attraction developed into 
courtship. 

The popularity of the nurse ob- 
scured the seriousness of her affair 
with Patrolman Ferguson. When 
they were married the wedding oc- 
curred when each was ehjoying a day 
off and their honeymoon trip to the 
north was sumciently brief that they 
might return to their work without 
awakening rumors of the romance.

Woman Commits buicide in 
Hotel Alexandria. 


Story of Wrecked H ome Out 
of the North. 


Involves Man Well Known in 
this City 


The reservation of a room at the 
Alexandria Hotel, the purchase of ‘a 
vial of poison, and then death was 
the succession of events that followed 
the arrival here Wednesday night of 
Mrs. Adele Fairchild, a middle-aged 
San Francisco woman of unhappy do- 
mestic life, who was found dying in 
her rooms yesterday afternoon. The 
arrival of a physician summonéd by 
a startled chambermaid was too late 
to bring any barrier to the attack of 
the poison.

She arrived late Wednesday night, 
reserved a spacious room and retired

that her married life had been a 
conspicuous failure. With the aid of 
a glass of water she swallowed a 
quantity of the poison and the death 
potion which acts

The alarm for help first brought a 
Christian Sciencé practictioner, R. M.

A few hours of 
torture which the doctor was unable 
to relieve, and the woman died w ith- 
out revealing the cause of the tragedy. 

She had registered under the name 
Mrs. Adele Frisbee, but letters in her 
possession showed her name was Mrs.

Francisco. 
The body was taken to the Bresee 
mortuary, and will be held awaiting 
directions from her family.

pears to have prompted the suicide of 
Mrs. Fairchild was first brought to 
light in San Francisco last January 
when her husband, Leon H. Fairchild, 
filed a suit in the Superior Court de- 
manding $250,000 damages from his 
employer, Walter P. Shaw, western 
representative of a large distillery 
company. in Kentucky, and a well 
known resident of Los Angeles, on 
the basic charge of “criminal con- 
versation.” 

Behind this legal phraseology, ac- 
cording to Mr. Fairchild, there lay a 
Story of the shattering .of a lifelong 
friendship between him and Shaw, a 
wronged husband, a prostrated and 
penitent wife, and the disruption of 
what had once been a happy home. 

In spite of the filing -of the suit 
Mr. Fairchild and his wife had since 
lived together in San Francisco and 
he was obviously shocked last night 
when told of her suicide, according to 
dispatches. Mrs. Fairchild left San 
Francisco Tuesday for this city, os- 
tensibly to visit. relatives. 

When the damage suit against Mr. 
Shaw was filed, Mr. Fairchild ad- 
mitted that he was unable to inter- 
|} pret the, term “criminal conversa- 
tion,” but his attorney, W. F. Herron, 
San Francisco, gave out the story— 
the old story of a tempter in the 
home of a friend. 

Mr. Herron said his client first dis- 
covered the alleged situation existe 
between his wife and Mr. Shaw, * 
the events leading up to this situation, 
when he returned home last December 
after a brief absence to find his wife 
in the possession of a large sum of 


money. 
ADMiTS WRONG. 

When questioned about this money, 
says Mr. Herron, Mrs, Fairchild be- 
came hysterical and then admitted to 
her husband that his employer, Mr. 
Shaw, had wronged them both while 
posing as a friend and benefactor. 

“Shaw employed me as a traveling 
Salesman last year,” said Mr. Fair- 
child in San Francisco at that time. 
“He had been a friend of mine almost 
since boyhood. I had come to look 
upon him as a sort of foster parent 
and benefactor. In fact, when my 
wife and I established a home on 
Priest street, Shaw practically became 
a member.of my family. My wife 
has now admitted that Shaw took ad- 
vantage of my absences to wrong both 
of us. Shaw would tell my wife un- 
true stories about me, and then tell 
me similar stories about her. The 
climax came last month when my wife 
to poison me.”

| HE SHELVING OF Lor GPORGE. 

The momentous change in the British 
Cabinet is the practical deposing of David 
Lloyd George, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
by transferring him to a subordinate post- 
tion. As “Minister of Munitions” (a newly- 


limited and his influence over the working 
classes may be for the nation's profit, rather 
than its loss as heretofore. And so one 
good thing has come out of the war! 

Lloyd George has held a position of ex- 
traordinary power for nine years. And he 
has been responsible for more paternalistic 
and frankly socialistic legislation than the 


Which, it is safe to say, is largely respon- 
sible for the fact that the British labor- 
unionite; with the nation in the death grips 


less, selfish, dependent creature, devoid of 
patriotism, with no thought beyond feather- 
ing his nest at the nation’s expense. 

As Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd 
George has enjoyed almost autocratic pow- 
ers over the revenues of the country, the 
raising of taxation for all purposes, the ap- 
propriation of funds for his pet social 
schemes and for mortgaging his country’s 
resources until the taxpayers found the 
burden almost insupportable in peace- 
time—cruel and oppressive now that the 
war burden fs added. For the Liberals had 
a large majority in the House of Commons, 
and the ceremony of voting on the Chan- 
cellor’s budget was quite perfunctory. 

That annual budget had become an an- 
nual dread, each year adding new burdens, 
claiming new classes of victims. British 
capital fled the country; British industries 
languished to the vanishing point. 


sickness and unemployment, hailed as a 
great democratic scheme, put the bulk of 
the burden upon the state and the employer 
and created a unique army of malingerers 
several thousand strong. 

His. old-age pension scheme, non<contrib- 


woman over 65 receives a living income, 
has discouraged the necessity for thrift and 
thrown half a million people on state sup- 
port. 


And these paternalistic schemes are cost- 
ing the country nigh upon $100,000,000 an- 
nually—in addition to the war burden. 

He has consistently upheld free trade and 
opposed protection, because he believed the 
people must buy cheap. And if no wages 
were forthcoming to buy with there. was 
always the state insurance. Merchants and 
manufacturers have received every discour- 
agement—and been made to pay for that, 
too—because they were employers, instead 
of employees, so they must be sinful. 

This was possible under King George v. 
but it would not have been possible under 
Queen Victoria or a monarch of her 
strength of character. She would never 
have acquiesced in such vast financial jug- 
gling of the nation’s resources, the precipi- 
tate passing of such far-reaching bills 
through Parliament under the closure rules, 
the mortgaging of the future and the de- 
liberate undermining of the independence 
and self-respect of the British people. 

Lloyd George has impoverished England 
body and-soul. In the nine years of his 
power he has taught the working classes 
to let the state shoulder all their respon- 
sibilities; he has fostered class hatred by 
denouncing the aristocracy and the great 
business men in speeches that were peril- 
ously near to instigating mob violence; he 
has nourished improvidence and selfishness 
in the masses and shown thrift the door. A 
brilliant vote-catching politician who, un- 
der the guise of social reform, has weak- 
ened England so that in this her hour of 
tribulation she finds herself shackled and 
enfeebled, financially and morally. 

That is why Lioyd George has been shorn 
of his power. And there is a certain irony 
in the fact that he now serves as Minister 
of Munitions, for England's shortage of mu- 
nitions in this war, owing to labor-union 
strikes, drink and dilatoriness of her work- 
men, has been a crying scandal. Now they 
are giving Lloyd George the chance to reap 
the gratitude of the social benefits he has 
conferred upon these people. Those dil 
lions that have been expended were under 
stood to be purchasing physical and moral 
improvement for the working classes. 

Lioyd George can now prove his case by 
producing better and more capable, more 
patriotic citizens than were forthcoming in 
the old wars before state insurance and 
old-age pensions were ever heard of. 

Reginald McKenna, who succeeds Lioyd 
George in the Exchequer, is also a Liberal, 
transferred from the Home Office, and for- 
merly of the Admiralty. He is an incon- 
spicuous man who shines in masterly inac- 
tivity, and his faculty for administering 
things as they are and avoiding innovations 
will doubtless be welcome after nine years 
of passionate, expensive reform. 

There is surely a spice of malice in rele- 


gating Winston Churchill to the Chance! 
of the Duchy of Lancaster. Both Churchill 
and George made their offices dramatic 
backgrounds for personal exploits which 
the country found entertaining enough in 
times of peace, but too dangerous an amuse- 
ment in war. The Duchy of Lancaster is 
the most inconspicuous post in the Cabinet, 
the administration of a small crown prop- 
erty for the King’s private purse. There is 
absolutely no scope for the Winston me- 
teoric brilliance. Arthur Balfour, who suc- 
ceeds Churchill at the Admiralty, former 
Conservative Prime Minister, is his very 
antithesis in character, dignified, thought- 
ful, philosophically sane and unemotional. 
John Redmond having declined a position 
in the Cabinet, Sir Edward Carson repre- 
sents the Irish voice. The Attorney-Gen- 
eralship will give his professional ability 
full scope and make his tiresome heroics 
superfluous. And Sir John Simon, whom: 
he succeeds, will take over the Home Of- 
fice vacated by McKenna. 7 
Another interesting appointment is that 
of Bonar Law, Leader of the Opposition, to 
the Secretaryship of the Colonies. It is a 
-peculiarly-fitting choice, for in many ways 
Law has filled the gap left by Joseph Cham- 
berlain, is carrying on Chamberlain’s im- 
perial policies and will doubt succeed 
to the good will felt for Chamberlain in 
Canada, Australia and Sou frica, where 
he was regarded as an imperial idol.

Great Britain violated the law of n@- 
tions as well as the law of humanity, and 
invited retaliation, when she inaururated a 
campaign of war by starvation of noncom- 
batants. The retaliation came—quick, ter- 
rible and merciless. It was inevitable. It 


came with logical swiftness, although it 
was unjustifiable in method because in- 
flicted without direct warning given on the 
spot. The action of Great Britain in inan- 
gurating a campaign of starvation of non- 
combatants did not justify Germany in 
sinking without warning a passenger ship 
and murdering a thousand or more defense- 
less men, women and children, among 
whom were over one hundred Americans, 
and the German submarine commander who 
sunk the Lusitania made an unpardonable 
mistake. 

It does not, however, lie in the mouth of 
England to inveish too loudly or too fre- 
quently against German mistreatment of 
prisoners and tarbarous methods of war- 
fare. To asphyxiate an enemy with pol- 
sonous gases and drop bombs from the sky 
on women and children in a city’s streets 
is bad enough, but it is not quite so bad 
as tying Sepoy captives to the mouths of 
cannon and blowing them into eternity.

How much American money, do 
you suppose, was spent to witness the coro- 
nation ceremonials of George of England? 
What would be the greatest drawing card 
on any American .vaudeville circuit? Not 
Billy Bryan, nor Billy Sunday, nor Jesse 

llard, nor Charlie Chaplin, nor Sarah's 
amputated limb, but Kaiser William in his 
war paint. 

Royalty and war have far better press 
agents than they had in the days of the 
Caesars. 

Europe, while it is supposed to be grow: 
ing more democratic, is multiplying the 
number of royal personages. Commerce has 
discovered a value in kings. They attract 
the money-spending members of democra- 
cles. In addition they have many other 
uses or abuses that can be capitalized. 

Kings supply good copy for comic papers, 
fine material for cartoonists, are useful 
scapegoats f mmunition maufacturers in- 
terested in war,\horrible examples for ultra- 
pacificists simple enough to believe they are 
the real war lords, and give American de- 
mocracy generally something to talk about. 

Pictures of European kings are more 
common in American periodicals than those 
of native statesmen. Since the war started 
they have been featured as splendid draw- 
ing cards. On what grounds, then, do we 
suppose that the end of the war is going 
to see the last of the Old World kings? 
The ew World is actually keeping them 
alive. 


We don't believe as individuals or as 
communities in anything so illogical or out- 
rageous as a hereditary ruler in America. 


We won't stand for any American title 


passing from father to son. But there is 
no sign as yet that we are honestly opposed 
to the retention of thrones and titles in 
Europe. We like things to be different 
abroad to things at home.
